COLLISION BETWEEN THK AMERI- 


CANS AND- THE INSURGENTS, | 


DEMORALISED. : 
: Hongkong, 7th_February. 
A short telegranr was received in the city on 
Sunday which showed that the long-expected 
had happeued at Manila, the Americans and the 
' “Ingurgents having at last come to blows. ‘I'he 
telegram, which was received by Consul-General 
Wildman, gave no details, and some time elapsed 
- before any confirmation was received. Yester- 
day, however, a private telegram was raceived 
from Manila which ran as follows :— 

“Ont-post affair Saturday night resulted 
general attack Americans Sunday. Natives 
defeated and demoralised. All well here.” 

Before the receipt of the above wire there were 
not wanting some whodoubted thatanything seri- 
ous had oocurred. T'he Filipino leaders here con- 
sidered it highly improbable, as Agninaldo had 
given strict orders to his followers to refrain 

. from fighting, at any rate until yesterday, when 
the final vote on the Treaty of Peace was to be 
taken in the Senate, and they expressed the 
opinion that if a collision had occurred it had 
been forced by the Americans so as to affect the 
the vote referred .to. 

The Filipinos complain of the severe censor- 
ship of telegrams imposed by the Americans. 
contendiug that it is contrary to the agreement 
entered into. In the meantime we shall have 
to await the arrival of a vessel from Manila 

: before we get full details. 

Another telegram is said to have been received 
in town to the effect that the American fleet 
co-operated with the land forces in repulsing 

- the attack of the Filipinos and that the loss of 
the latter amounted to 1.900 men. 

Hongkong, 8th February. 

Though in the United States and at home 
d«tails of the fighting between the Americans 
and the Insurgents at Manila on Sunday have 
boen published we know comparatively little in 

' Hongkong, what messages’ which have been 

-recvived being of a most meagre description. 

Apparently, however, the collision was not 
expected any more thun it has been any time 
during the last few weeks. Indeed when the 

Bungkiang, which arrived here to-day, left 
Manila Bay at half-past five on Saturday night 
affairs if anything seemed more settled. and it 
would appear that the authorities did pot 
‘anticipate any immediate trouble seeing that 
some half-dozen American officers came over 
with the Sungiiang intending to proceed Lome.

Hongkong, 9th February. 
The German steamer Knivebery arrived from 
Manila yesterday, but she left on Friday, 3rd 
inst., before the collision between the Philippine 
and American forces occurred. We re- 
ceived by her the following letter from our 
correspondent, which describes the position prior

Avancetia has arrived here from Iloilo and gone 
on to Malolos, where the affairs of the District 
of Bisayas will be laid. or probably delayed, 
hefore Getieral Aguinaldo.

PIRACY ON THE CANTON AND

MEASURES FOR ITS SUPPREBSION, 
THE BRITISII CONSUL MAKES REPRESENTA 
; TIONS TO THE VICEROY, 
The pirates-of the West River and Canton 
delta appear to be becoming bolder than ever. 
On the Ist instant a steam-launch ow:.ed by 
Mr. Fisher and running between Canton and 
Chanchiun left her anchorage off tha Custom- 
house at Canton shortly after 10 a.m. and pro- 


ceeded on her customary run, but when she had. 


reached a point off Birdsnest Fort she was 
attacked by a number of pirates who had come 
on board at Canton us passengers. These men 
produced revolvers and having overawed the 
craw proceeded to search all op board and ge- 
cured booty to the value of over $200. They then 
left the lanoch in a snake boat which was wait 
ing for them and cleared off, 

Another case of piracy occurred on the 30th 
ultimo, when a stern-wheel ‘boat on her way 
from Canton the Fatshan carrying passengers 
and cargo was looted by pirates who had taken 
passage by her. 

We are glad fo learn that strong representa- 
tions respecting the present intolerable ‘state 
of affairs have been made to the Viceroy by 
Mr. R. W. Mansfield. the British Consul at 
Canton. Some time ago Mr. Mansfield made 
a suggestion that the old German 16-knot tor- 
pedo boats, of which twelve are lying nt Wham- 
poa, being useless for modern warfare, might 
be very well employed in the suppression. of 
piracy. It was in ‘accordance with Mr. Mans- 
field's snggestion that two of these boats were 
sent up the West River the other day and we 
hope soon to hear that others have been detached 
for the same service. It would be still more 
satisfactory if Mr. Mansfield could inauce 
the British Government to take the suppression 
of piracy into its own hands, or at least induce 
the Chinese Government to avail itself of the 
assistance of British officers in carrying out 
the work. — 

Over eighty cases of piriey were reported: in 
the native press during 1898 and probably many 
more actually took place. The reach from 
Samshui to Shuihing has been particularly 
infasted by pirates. The Viceroy is reported 
to have threatened the captains of the guard- 
boats with degradation on account of their lack 
of vigilance.
